But when the 

ppeared above the surface, 



Hunting, with a Crazy Quill 

Curiosity among many birds and 
animals is not an uncommon trait. 
But in Central Asia, according to the 
New York Tribune, there is a species 
of partridge that seems to have more 
than its share of curiosity. In hunt- 
ing the bird the natives take advan- 
tage of its weakness. 

If you happened to be touring 
through that section of the country 
during the season of this particular 
partridge, you would notice pecu- 
liar objects of many brilliant colors 
bobbing along in the fields or from 
behind rocks. In a country so 
plentifully stocked with strange- 
looking birds you might think these 
objects were nothing more than 
some new species that you had not 
seen before ; but on closer examina- 
tion you would discover each of 
them to be a native hunter. 

In their left hands they are carry- 
ing screens of cloth that look some- 
thing like crazy quilts of the most 
glaring colors. This patchwork of 
cloth is stretched over a frame re- 
sembling that of a kite ; aud some 
of the cloth is tied on the edge in the 
form ot streamers that wave back 
and forth iu the breeze. 

The species of partridge for which 
they are huutiug is called the chukar , 
or rock partridge ; chukars are plenti- 
ful, but they are so wild that the 
hunters find it difficult to get within 
shooting distance. 

Almost all native Asiatic hunters 
carry old-fashioned guns, and if they 
cannot get close to their game they 
waste a great many shots. However, 
one of them somehow discovered 
that the tock partridge was brimful 
of curiosity and quick to approach 
and investigate any gay-colored 
thing. So he rigged up the kite-like 
contrivance, with its various colored 
cloths, and found that it worked 
with great effect ; and he brought iu 
so, many of "these usually shy birds 
that other hunters began to wonder 
how he did it. 

Finally oue of them chanced to 
meet him while he was approaching 
a covey of the birds, and of course, 
saw the brilliant lure he was using. 
Soon every hunter was making use 
of the contrivance, with the result 
that the hunting grounds are now 
dotted each day with numbers of 
old-looking crazy quilts waving in 
the air.

VKLLOWMTOiVE PARK 

Back in the "fifties," when there 
was not even a trail between here 
and Salt I,ake City, a man arrived 
at a spot not far from this place, 
slipped off his horse and looked 
around. He saw boiling hot water 
shooting np out of the earth. 
When he got back the other side 
of the Reton range and told the folks 
about it he established, for his life- 
time at any rate, a reputation of being 
".the biggest liar west of St. Joe " 
The man was Jim Bridger and he 
had discovered Yellowstone Park. 
Few believed his tales of sky 
mounting smokes and egg boiling 
geyesrs. "Iyoco" was the term applied 
to Jim. That was long ago. Yellow- 
stone celebrated in June its semi- 
centennial as a national park, for 
May i, 1872, Congress passed the 
bill creating it. Last year 8; 
people "made" the park. Officials 
hope to see the 100,000 mark reach- 
ed this season. 

In 1869 Bridger' s stories had re- 
sulted in C W. Cook and David 
Folsom making the trip. They saw 
ail that Bridger had seen and more 
They were followed by the Wash- 
burn expedition. These army men 
got the idea of a national park. In, 
this party were Gen. H. D. Wash- 
burn, Lieut. G. C. Doane and 
several civilians. 

"The sky over Yellowstone 
National Park is not shell pink," 
says a monograph of the Ameri- 
can Forestry Association, "the 
trees are not blue, the waters of the 
great lake in no wise resemble ink, 
and the geysers do not spout streams 
of molten metal, as some have been 
led to believe. It is possible to 
traverse the woodland trails and pass 
many trees without seeing a big griz- 
zly bear. The buffaloes and antelopes 
do not crowd the tourists and stages 
from the highways It is quite pos- 
sible to spend a week in the park 
without being molested by 'deni- 
zens," as some nature lovers delight 
in calling the hapless bears and 
other animals of the park. 

"Buffalo, antelope and bear abound 
in this largest of national parks, and 
they may be seen without difficulty, 
but that they are so numerous as to 
interrupt one in the pursuit of plea- 
sures, is purely a figment of the 
imagination. 

"There are more natural phe- 
nomena to be seen in Yellowstone 
National Park than in any other 
equal area in the United .States. 
Add to this fact that there is a 
great lake 15 miles wide at its widest 
nt, and 20 miles long, the placid 
surface of which is 7,800 feet above 
the sea level, a great gorge of rain- 
bow hues through which a mighty 
river roars on its way to the sea, 
hundreds of square miles of great 
forests and broken, saw- toothed 
crests, and you have a combination 
which will inspire even a cowboy. 
Everything is on a giant scale. 
Distances are great, canyons are of 
terrifying depth, mountain peaks 
raise their lofty crests to inconceiv- 
able heights. 

" The northern and western en- 
trances are most used. In the early 
history of the park, most of the 
travel came in by the northern en- 
trance which is but a few miles from 
Fort Yellowstone, where, at one 
time, was stationed a very consider- 
able force of cavalry. 

" From Yellowstone the road fol 

lows the Madison River to its junc- 

m with the Firehole, where it 

branches. One road follows the 

. River to the north, while 

the other follows up the valley of the 

ile. The road along 
hole is particularly beautiful, as it 
clings for miles to the very edge of 
the river until it reaches what is 
known as the lower geyser basin. 
In this basin are the famous mam- 
moth paint pots, which are really 
nothing but mud geysers, the con- 
4 which look and act like 
ling so much as vividly colored 
mush that is being boiled and I 
tossed by escaping steam. 

" Old Faithful geyser may be 
seen to spout with its never interrupt- 
ed regularity, at intervals of one 
hour and five minutes. From the 
veranda may also be seen many of 
the geysers across the road on the 
eastern border of the basin, the en- 
tire surrounding has the appearance 
a manufacturing town with the 
rable jets of steam rising from 
unseen escapes. 

here is no doubt that the falls 
of the Yellowstone River in the can- 
yon are among the finest in the 
world. At the Upjier Falls the 
re river passes over a dro 

The lower falls is a drop 
of yot feet. The canyon is ap- 
proximately 1,000 feet deep, and its 
wai sloping sides are of the 

most varied hues imaginable. 

.'ellowstone baa quite an 
air of romance surrounding it. It 
has boused some of the most dis- 
uisbed soldiers in the army, 
■mi received their medals 
. the Indian fights in 
thwest. Now, the soldiers, 
like the real cowboys, are gone, 
most interesting natural 
phenomena in the park is the mam- 
moth hot springs, which is built of 
a number of terraces formed by the 
rig of salts from solution in 
hot water of the springs. The 
colors of these terraces change from 
day to day, and offer a never ending 
source of interest and wonderment
